ORDERED AN D AGREED :

1. Respondent, Kevin W ard, D .D.S., shall surrender his license to practice dentistry in the

State of New Jersey, which surrender shall be deemed a revocation. N otwithstanding any provision

of law, no application for reinstatement of license to practice dentistry shall be entertained prior to

three yeal's from the filing date of this Order. Respondent shall promptly arrange for delivery of his

engrossed license and of his cttrrent biennial registration to the Board. Respondent shall observe

the provisions of the directives for dentists whose licenses have been suspended or revoked, a copy

of which is attached hereto and m ade a part of the within Order.

2. Respondent shall be permitted to continue administrative practice only tmder the tenns of

the April l0, 2000, Order of Temporary Suspension of Clinical Practice until such tim e as he can

sell his dental practice or for a period of 120 days, from the date of entry of this Order, whichever



occlzrs first. lf respondent sells his practice before the expiration of 120 days, he shall im mediately

notify the Board and the Attorney General.

3. Respondent shall pay a11 costj and attorney fees of the Board in the amount of $60,219.41.

Respondent shall also pay civil penalties in the nmotmt of $ 10,000. Said civil penalties and costs

shall be memorialized in a Certificate of Debt filed by the Bord upon entry of this Order and duly

tecorded in the State of N ew Jersey. Any and a11 paym ents shall tirst be applied to costs and then

to civil penalties.

4. The civil penalties and costs shall be paid by Respondent in m- onthly installm ents of seven

hundred and tifty three dollars and twelve cents ($753.12), including the statutory interest rate of

tive-percent (5.0$1, ptlrsuant to the provisions of R. 4:42-1 1 apd shall be paid on or before the

tenth (10th) day of each month, commencing November 10, 2000. However, should Respondent

become reinstated, his m onthly installm ent payments shall incre% e to one thousand five htmdred

dollars ($ 1,500.00) per month plus interest and continue until such time as the entire amount of

penalties, costs and interest are paid. ln the event that paym ent is not m ade by the tenth day of the

month as required, the entire rem aining am otmt of both costs and civil penalties shall imm ediately

become due and owing upon notice to Respondent by the Board. N o possible application for

reinsutem ent will be considered if Respondent is in arrears on any payment. Said paym ents for

civil penalties and costs shall be m ade by certitied check or money order and made payable to the

State Board of Dentistly and shall be submitted to Kevin Earle, Executive Director, State Board of

Dentistry, 124 Halsey Street, 6+  Floor, Newark, New Jersey 07101.

a. W ithin one year from the 'date of entry of this Order, Respondent shall tmdergo a

psycléatzic/psychological evaluation by an independent and impartial professional designated by the

Board addressing the issue of suitability and capability of the Respondent to provide dental care.

The Board shall provide tlu'ee names to the Respondent and the Respondent shall choose one nam e

and advise the Board of that choice within 30 days of the Board's supplying of those nnmes. A

report gom such examining professional shall be provided to the Boar- d. Should such professional

recommend treatment for the Respondent, Respondent shall undergo such treatment. Respondent

shall bem' a11 costs mssociated with said evaluation and treatm ent.A dditionally, within six m onths

prior to any application for reinsmtem ent, Respondent shall tmdergo second

psychiatric/psychological evaluation by the snme professional who had previotusly evaluated the

Respondent and a report 9om that professional shall be supplied to the Board. lf for any reason that

professional shall be tmavailable to com plete the evaluation, Respondent shall notify the Board and

another independent professional shall be designated by the Board. Respondent shall bear all costs

associated with this additional evaluation.

b. Together w 1t1: any petition for reinstatement Respondent shall subm it proofs of completion

of a re-education program to assuze his knowledge of safe dental care and procedures, consisting of

a m inimmn of 60 credits hottrs which shall be approved in advance by the Board. At least 50% of

said credits shall be for progrnms addressing patient management and safety issues. Such credit

hours shall be in addition to the minim um  of twenty hours per year of continuing education required

of a licensee whose license has been revoked in accordance with N.J.A.C. 13:30-5.1(a). 1(ii).



6. The Board specifically reserves the right to im pose limitations on Respondent's practice

at the timk of any possible reinstateinent of licensure including, but not limited to, a practice

m onitor.

7. This Consent Order constitutes a full and final resolution mld setllement of a1l matters

raised or which could have been raised herein, and in consideration thereof, the Complaint and

Amended Complaint herein are hereby dismissed.

DIRECTIVE REGARDING FUTURZ ACTIVITIES

A practitioner whose licenbe is suspended or revoked or
whos? surrender of license with or without preludice haa beln
accepted by the Board shall conduct him/herself aa followa

.

1) Promptly deliver to the Board the original license and
current biennial registration ande if authorïzed to prescribe
drugse the current State and Fede ral Controlled Dangerous
Substances registrations.

2) Desist and refrain from the practice of dentistry in any form
either as principal or employee of another lfcensee

.

3) Inform each patïent at the tïme of any inqulry of the
suspended or revoked or retired status of the licensee

. When a
new licensee is selected by a patïent, the dlsciplined
practïtioner shall promptly make available the original or a
complete copy of the existïng patlent record to the new
licensee, or to the patient if no new licensee ïs selected

. Suchd
elivery of record does not waive any right of the disciplined

practitioner to claim compensation earned for prior services
lawfully rendered.

4) Not occupy. share or use office space in whïch another
licensee practlces dentistry.

furnishing professional dental
services, giving an oplnion as to the practlce of dentistry or
its applicatione or any advice with relation thereto; and from
holding him/herself out to the public as belng entitled to
practice dentiytry or in any way assumïng to be a practïcing
professional or assuming, using or advertising in relation
thereto in any other language or in such a manner as to convey to
the pub lic the impression that such person is a legal
practïtioner or authorized to p ractice dentistry

. This
prohibition includes refralnlng during the period of suspensïon
or revocation from placement of any advertïscment or professional
listïng in any advertising medium suggestïng elïgïbility for
practice or good standing.

6) Cease to use any statïonery whereon such person's name
appears aa a dentist in practice . If the practitioner was
formerly authorïzed to issue written prescriptions for medïcatïo

n
or treatment. such prescription pads shall be destroyed if the
license was revoked. If the lïcense was suspended

, the#
prescriptions shall be destroyed or shall be stored in a secure
locatlon to prevent tbeft or any use whatsoever untïl issuance of
a Board Order authorizing use by thG practitioner . Slmllarlye
medlcatlons possessed for office use shall be lawfully dlsresed

7) Not share ïn any fee for dental servfces performed bg any
other licensee following, the suspension, revocation or surrender
